INJUNCTION IN 


Arizona Cotton Growers Get 
Temporary Writ 


Destroy 7300 Acres 


Special Master to Sit in Final 
Adjudication . 


Destruction by the State of Ari- 
zona of 7300 acres of cotton as- 
serted to be infested with boll 
weevil is prevented by a temporary 
injunction granted Arizona cotton 
raisers yesterday by three Federal 
judges. sitting in the office of 
Judge Erskine H. Ross of the Cir- 
cult Court of Appeal. The court 
order followed a hearing filed by 


Thomas J. Smith in the United 
States Court of Arizona against the 


} Arizona Commission of Agriculture 


and Horticulture, Oscar C. Bartlett, 
State Entomologist; John W. 
Murphy, Attorney General of the 
State of Arizona, and K. Berry 
Peterson, County Attorney of Pima 
county. 

Evidence submitted by the plain- 
tiff, a cotton raiser acting in the 
suit as representative of all the cot- 
ton raisers in what is known as 
the Postvale or noncotton zone, 
went to show that no boll weevils 
are to be found in the sea. The 
evidence included an affidavit to 
that effect by W. Dwight Pierce, 
consulting entomologist and biolo- 
gist. of Banning, Cal., whose in- 
vestigations have made his name 
a part of the scientific designation 
of the boll weevil found on wild 
cotton in the mountains of Arizona 
—Anthonomous Grandis Thurbo- 
riae-Pierce. 

It was contended for the defense 
that strict quarantine regulations 
imposed by Arizona had been nec- 
essary for the protection of culti- 
vated cotton in that State against 
inroads by the insect found on the 
native cotton. Enforcement of 
rigid rules relative to the destruc- 
tion of infested plants and the 
designation of noncotton areas 
had also protected cotton in the 
Imperial Valley against the pest, 
it was explained. The boll weevil 
was found in the Arizona domes- 
tic cotton a year ago, and, it was 
argued that the consensus of scien- 
tific opinion showed the native boll 
weevil to be as dangerous to the 
domestic cotton as is the Texas, 
or Mexican boll weevil. 
Inspectors of the Arizona Com- 
miesion of Agriculture and Horti- 
culture recently ordered destruc- 
tion of all the cotton growing on 
7300 acres in Santa Cruze, Pima 
and Pinal counties. Under the or- 
der the State was to reimburse the 
cotton growers to the extent of $33 
an acre. Court action instituted by 
the growers resulted in a restrain- 
ing order issued by Federal Judge 
F. C. Jacobs at Prescott. As the 
uestion involved the constitution- 
lity of action by State officials, 
the case came up for further hear- 
ing before the three Federal 
judges. These were Judges Ross, 
Jacobs and Bledsoe. 
The court held yesterday that 
the evidence submitted by the de- 
fense was insufficient to prove the 
situation to constitute a public 
menace. Judge Jacobs announced 
he probably would submit the case 
to a special master in chancery 
within the next ten days at Pres- 
cott, and that his ruling on the 
petition for permanent injunction 
would follow a report of the mas- 


ter.

E. Curley, Samuel L. Kingan and 
Samuel I. Pattee of Tucson. Ap- 
pearing for the defense were Atty.- 
Gen. Murphy, County Attorney 
Peterson, Ernest D. Lewis, Louis 
Whitney and Charles Wolfe.

The English since that 
time have adopted other stand- 
ards

PICKLED GHERKINS 
A. R., Los Angeles, asked us at 
the Food Show to give a recipe 
gherkins or small eu- 
cum bers. 


Select 100 small even-sized gher- 
kine that are sound and not 
bruised in any way, cover with 
salt water made with four table- 
spoonfuls of salt to a quart of wa- 
ter and let stand five hours; drain 
and wipe dry. place in a stone 
crock and cover with a boiling 
brine that will hold an egg, let 
stand twenty-four hours, drain 
and dry. Pack in bottles or jars 
and cover with hot, not boiling, 
vinegar, to which has been added 
four chopped green peppers, half 
a cup of salt, twelve whole all- 
spice, twelve pepper corns, three 
two-inch sticks of cinnamon, one 
chopped onion, two blades of 
mace, one ounce of mustard seed, 
and two bay leaves. Seal while 
— and let stand four weeks be- 
ore 

PICKLED PEARS 

T. W. I., Hollywood, was an- 
other visitor at The Times booth 
who requested that we publish a 
recipe for sweet pickled pears. 

Place in a preserving kettle four 
cupfuls of vinegar, eight cupfuls 
of sugar, one three-inch stick of 
cinnamon broken in small bits, 
two bay leaves, and one blade of 
mace.

ripe re and tick each pear 
with two whole cloves. Bring

SANTA MONICA, June 23.—The 
necessity of cultivating a better 
spirit of international good will 
and the junking of talk of mill- 
tarism, now too prevalent, as 
the first steps toward stabilizing 
finances, industry, commerce and 
international trade were matters 
discussed by J. Henry Scattergood 
at the Pacific Conference on Inter- 
national Good Will held at the 
Pacific Palisades auditorium to- 
night. | 

The conference was presided 
over by Henry M. Robinson, presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of 
Los Angeles and member of the 
recent reparation committee in 
Europe. Mr. Robinson pointed out 
that the layman appears to know 
but little of economic problems and 
“idea-ology” but that citizens of 
a democracy should acquaint 
themselves more on such matters. 

Mr. Scattergood, who is a mem- 
ber of the American Friends Serv- 
ice Commission of Philadelphia, 
discussed the German reparations 
problems and the urgent need of 
stabilizing German finances. He 
declared that the Dawes report is 
really the firet step toward accom- 
plishing this stability. One of the 
greatest obstacles to the establish- 
men of good will in Europe is to 
determine how to induce France 
to join with the rest of the world 
in stabilizing German finances and 
securities, Mr. Scattergood said. 
One thing needed, he said, is that 
nations who did not suffer 80 
much in the war extend a helping 
hand to those on whom the burden 
fell the heaviest.

BUDGET FOR 
SCHOOLS IS 


Amount Granted Shows 
Ten Per Cent Increase 
Over Last Year 


The school budget for this year, 
adopted by the Board of Educa- 
tion last night, amounts to $20,- 
308,007, which does not include 
any outlay for buildings or equip- 
ment. This is an increase over last 
year of a little over 10 per cent. 
In figuring this budget an average 
daily attendance of 109,000 ele- 
mentary, and 29,000 high school 
pupils was used as a basis. The 


tax rate will be $1.75, which will 
take care of all school mainte- 
tenance, including the tax on 
bonds. 


Last year the total budget, in- | 


cluding outlays for bulldings and 
equipment, amounted to 318,332, 
441, but this year there are 19,- 
365 more children in the elemen- 
tary schools, and an increase of 
nearly 6000 in the high schools. 
School officials say there is no 
doubt that both of these figures 
will be raised by the date schools 
are opened for the fall term. 
According to the figures of C. 
F. Lens. auditor of the Board of 
Education, tax rates for last year, 
and estimated for this year, based 
on an increased assessed valuation 
of $180,000,000,
